PREFACE 


Tables  in  this  annual  publication  provide  a statistical  picture  of  Federal  meat 
and  poultry  inspection  services  conducted  by  Consumer  Protection  Programs,  Consumer 
and  Marketing  Service,  U.S.  Department  of  Agriculture,  in  fiscal  year  1969. 

This  is  the  first  issue  of  the  statistical  summary  in  which  poultry  inspection 
figures  have  been  included.  Issues  for  previous  years  contained  only  meat  inspection 
data.
